Hjat tbe leaders of yaur paper are so inter- 
ested in all j.0r>d words and 
vvtirlts, that 


tliey know of and are in accord wiUi, at 
least in some slight degree, what wo woman 
of riiilailt-liiliia call the '-Children's Coun- 
Iry W«ek." wliieli has been in active opera- 
lion Tor som« years, and lias for Us object, 
Hie sending iif children (and occasionally 
an older pnison) inio the ccunlry, taking 
theui out of the laimsunil ull.ijs.and giving 
to many ol them their first glimpse of real 
country life, lull of all good things, which 
only a country life has; for city folks, both 
rich and poor. 
We fuel thai if some of 


your people who only como to our hot, 
dusty streets on some visillng or shopping 
expedition, choosing generally sotuc cool, 
pleasant day lor their visit, having aiways 
before them the knowledge that tbcy ate 
to go back to green fields and pleasant 
shades, out of the turmoil and stir, the beat 
and bustle of the great noisy city, could 
only peep into some crowded house in a 
narrow court, let off perhaps of an equally 
crowded alley, and see the children and 
grown folks huddled together at night, to 
be poured into the hot, dusty, brick-covered 
streets during Uio day, with the sun bicach- 
ing and scorching down upon them, they 
would sympathize in some degree with our 
earnest efforts to send a low—only a few ol 
these great tei-niing myriads, and those of 
the most desirable soil—fern among these 
little waifs of humanity, out for a brcalh of 
fresh, pure country air and good hearty, 
wholesome country food and sights. 
We 


women who work In the various cliarlLk'a of 
the city through the winter, having amoii" 
many oihci things our industrial schools, 
either one day, or, iu some cases, all days of 
the week, in which we tench these childien 


ner, endeavoring to make of them respecta- 
ble and worthy house seivants, hold out an 
inducement to them to try and improve and 
be better and more attentive and cleaner 
children, this reward: "If you try very 
bard to deserve it, we will put you on tbo 
Country Week next summer, for a whole 
week, or maybe two weeks' country visit." 
For we have found it often the case that 
our kind country friends who have con- 
sented to become entertainers of our chil- 
dren, are so satisfied with the little visitors 
we send them, they are invited foi another 
and still another week—sometimes, indeed, 
if the parents of the child can be induced 
to see the real advantage It will be to her, 
taken as a house servant, and thus provided 
with a good home, away from the evils of 
the city. 


Our plan of operation has been this: In 


such places are found and defmlta arrange- 
m-mts as to tlmo are made, wo would ask 
of Ihoso Interesting themselves In our 
work, to notify us thai at such a siatl«n A 
child, or children, as the case may bo, will 
be met by a committee of ladl«s, or some 
one appointed by thorn, and deposited In 
the 
country homo willing to entertain 


them for us. 
Wo (hid it generally prefera- 


ble-to havo two ct.lldi«n In one place, as 
(hoy are company fur each other, keeping 
lit their play, morn c ut of the way of older 
people, If i hey can amnso themselves to- 
geihcr, also (jetLlns! uver the InuvliitMe lirsl 
nli-lii.'j homo sickness, which ball ricli and 
pour diildtciii I'ct'l amiing bliangeis. 
On 


tliu i.tlier hand, we- olij;cl strongly to hav- 
ing more than six children in any one 
place together, as we consider ihoso poor 
Iluio waifs do each other moia hmui than 
any good that can bo done luom otherwise, 
by contact with each other In crowds, bo-, 
sides giving their entertainers needless anx- 
iety and trouble. For our part, when we 
are notified that wo may send any slated 
number of little ones, or somo worn-out- 
girl or old woman (for WP often huvo such) 
lo any specified address, wo will sond a 
postal Lo that person, saying lliul by such a. 
train a child labolod withsucli and such a 
name—John Smith or Sarah Jones, will be 
sent to the address uauied, under care of 
the conductor. 
In starling our children 


off we pay their fare and put. In an envelope 
addressed to the peison to whom wo send 
Uiem, «1th the child's namo also upon li, 
their icturu ticket. This envelope Is safuly 
joined lo llie child's clothing, and as they 
know its safety depends on their gelling 
home again, they are always careful of It. 
By means cl ibis envelope iho conductor la 
enabled to leave ihe child al llie proper sta- 
tion without worry to himself, and the per- 
son meeting Iho child al once enabled lo 
identify iho ono looked for. As soon as 
received, we ask thai llie euvclc-pj bo lakeu 
charge of until ihe timo for Ihe child's re- 
turn urnkes iho pass of use. By this sim- 
ple method, the hundreds of qhlldren we 
have sonl out, have gone aud returned In 
perfect safety, without au accident or balk 
of any sort. Of course Ihis Is largely due 
lo the kindly care taken of their little 
charges by the various conductors, who 
have always evidenced the vory warmest 
interesl in our work. 


In asking iho co-oporalion of Iho ladles 


in your locality, we can only say lhat any 
eilbrl toward helping us will be an Infliiile 
relief to us. We have worked among the 
lanes aud courts during all the months of 
Ihe winter and spiing just passed, and have 
been constantly cheered In visiting poor, 
wretched homes to find Iho real, abiding 
good it has been to many a poor little 
sLunlcd life lo bare had their lasl-summer'a 
glimpse of a clean, honest, Industrious 
country life. 
What an Impulse towards 


belter things il lias been lo live among 
plain, hard-working people, aud to sea how- 
possible il is lo live, eal and sleep in a 


the first place, our woik is entirely volun- 
tary, our means of carrying on the work 
equally so. All the ladies engaged In the 
"Country Week " Rive their lime aud as 
tnuch money as they can spare to the work, 
and for the rest we trusl lo a generous pub- 
lic and to the kindness of our counlry 
friends. 
We make appeals Ihrougu ihe 


newspapers to carry on Ihe work from week 
to week, aud by God's gracious will, we are 
always mel by a hearty response. The 
daily press are very good lo us, always giv- 
ing us freely a good word, tho editors 
gladly receiving our contributions for us, 
and advocaliug our cause al all times, 
while Ihe generous public respond nobly to 
our appeals for funds. Lasl year we seul 
out nearly 700 childien and serving girls, al 
au expense of $1,320, all of which was by 
voluntary contribulion. The railroad com- 
panies have also_aided us by, in some cases, 
passing our children over the railroad free, 
inotueis charging a reduced rale of fare; 
aud ihe conduclors always lake willing aud 
most excellenl care of tho litile ones con- 
signed to llieui, dropping them like very 
ptecious bundles at ihe various slalions or 
depots where Ihey are to be met by our 
country friends. 


This year we had determined to send out 


a prayer for aid lo Ihe ladies living in vari- 
ous localilies throughout the counties im- 
mediately contiguous to Philadelphia, hop- 
ing thus to enlist the services and co-opera- 
lion of a few noble women, who in ihelr 
own neighborhood and among their own 
people will band themselves logetber inlo 
what we desire to call the Country Com- 
mittees of llie Children's Week, and give 
us aid in ibis way. 
There doubtless are in 


your 
vicinity 
some farmers or other 


persons who may be Induced, when the 
subject is presented to them, to lake a few 
of our children into their homes, eilber as 
visitors for a week or more, as suils them, 
or as boarders at very moderate rates. We 
are able to pay very small prices, of course, 
still we are glad lo bear of all suitable places 
of both sorts within gel-at-able distances. 
When such_-p!aces are fonrid, of course 
ladies can Influence the people surrounding 
them to help us, in a way that we could 
not, and know who to ask and what in- 
ducements to ofier, a hundred limes more 
effectually than any appeal by letter or news- 
paper article from us woul I bo, 
When

ways of Iheir own homes with qullo the 
same salisfacllou alier having been laken 
rigbl into the heart of a clean, sweet, 
wholesome method ef living, such as most 
counlry homes show. 


All the rest of the year we see the efl'ecr, 


not alone upon the children themselves, but 
on their latuilies und companions, of Ihis 
one or iwo weeks in Iho counlry. And the 
way we did in Ibo counlry, and what we 
are going lo do In tlie counlry Ihis summer, 
forms Iho chief part of their play and talk. 
Indeed, in many cases, one would imagine 
they owned country places, to which tui>y 
went aiways in the summer. 


This, al least, is sure: .No one who en- 


gages in this woik of succoring the Illllo 
ones and giving a chance for fresh air, boi- 
ler food, and a knowledge of boiler things, 
ever regrets llie labor and trouble bestowed, 
—for the promise is very sure from the 
great Master: "Inasmuch as you do iluulo 
Ihe leasl of luose, ye have done it unlo 
Me."

The moon was once a region of in- 


tense acliviiy, as Is clearly shown hy the 
vasl volcanic cralers covering Its surface ; 
but it has long been believed that all 
changes in ils form due to cooling from a 
molten mass ceased years ago, leaving our 
salellile a cold, dead world. Recent obser- 
vallons, however, have shown a great black 
crater, oviir three miles In diameter, which 
was never seen prior lo 1870. As many 
very minule features in Ihe same vicinity 
were mapped by careful observers before 
that time, It can hardly be supposed that 
the existence of so large an object could 
have escaped notice. The conclusion la, 
iherefore, drawn that the crater was formed 
during tlie year 1870 or 1877. This would 
seem to indicate that the moon's internal 
fires are not yet completely extinguished, 
and it is possible thai some day wo may 
witness Ihe Interesting spectacle of an act- 
ive lunar volcano. 


Drs. Do La Rue and Muller have de- 


termined the height at which the aurora 
borealis has Us greatest brilliancy to bo 
about 38 miles, when It should be visible to 
a distance of nearly 000 miles. 
At a 


height of SI miles tbe light will be pale anil 
faint, and at 124 miles above tbe earth's 
surface no electric discharge can lake place 
to produce the phenomenon.

aid and to see that the little travelers safely 
reach their destinations. Such committees 
already exist in Germantown, Media, West 
Chester and other places contiguous to 
Philadelphia, and we shall be disappointed 
If Bristol does not follow their example, 


This work is one that opens up a wide 


field for all who are willing to inako the 
golden rule of practical tflect, "To do unto 
others as you would have others do to you.' 
It requires but little effort, If directed by 
organized influence. We call upon the 
ladles of Bristol, always so prompt to assist 
In humanitarian projects, to organize 
society such as we have described. We are 
sure that if ouce undertaken the matter 
will secuic hearty co-operation in our 
neighborhood. 


It should be remembered that unless 


they are explicitly called for, the Associa 
tion send no children who require nursing 
or special care of any kind ; the host is a 
no traveling or other money expense, am 
no responsibility, except to take guests tc 
anil from the station.

of children, who will come to the nearest 
station; to explain that the children gene- 
rally amuse themselves, and are little trou- 
ble, as they want to be out of doors all day; 
that often one week of such change—of 
such life as the farmer has all summer— 
will bo a fi newal of strength to the pool 
c'.ly waif. It is not hospitality which is 
lacking; It is only the first inspiration. 
Last summer two ladies went around in 
Kennetl Square to solicit invitations, and 
the result was an order for twenty in one 
week and some eight or ten afterward." 


If only the first inspiration is necessary, 


our people cannot fail to Ret it by perusing 
the appeal we have already referred to!*"It 
Is touching and eloquent, and if Bristol 
does not wish to consider itself lacking in 
hospitality it will see to it that we are not 
behind Eennett Square.

EDIT.OB GAZETTE:—Not long since a 


call was issued by the leading temperance 
people here for a meeting in the Park street 
Church for consultation in reference to the 
temperance cause, and men of every shade 
of opinion wore invited to be present and 
address the meeting. J)rs. Miner, Witbrow 
and Clarke, Mrs. Llvermore, Judge Pitman, 
Wendell Phillips and others, spoke. At 
times It was quite amusing to hear one 
speaker directly coatrovert the one wli 
bad preceded him. 
Said Dr. Withrow : 


"There is too much firing among out 
friends—too much of the idea among those 
that favor total abstinence that it is the 
only way by which good can be done ; 'and 
we, therefore, drive away from our side 
many who otherwise would be eager ant 
ready to help us. Let us stop tliis warfare 
and welcome to our aid each and every one 
who Is willing to do anything, no matter 
how little." And then the speaker went on 
to tell us ot the Rev. Dr. Crosby's society 


. In New- York, which, he said, was doing 


more good than the groat mass of the other 
temperance societies—though Dr. Crosby 
believed In and had wine at his table. 


The New folk society struck at the rool 


of the matter. Laws by which the liqiioi 
traffic could be much reduced and many o 
ita evils removed were in existence, and the 
aim of the society was to see that they 
were enforced. Without going into the de- 
tails of the woik, we were told that man; 
vile places bad been closed, and, notwith- 
standing hindrances, such as the pardon o 
some who were convicted, yet the temper 
•nee cause has taken a vast stride forward 
in the city of New York.

more said that the former speakers had 
made her speech, and she was also heartil 
In favor of drawing Into the cause al 
tbote, whether total abstainers or n«t, who 
were willing to help the work along. Then 


illowcd Dr. Miner with quite a reasonable 
it for as a general rule ho condemns 
very one who does not think as he does in 
cfereuce to this matter. 


Following Dr. Miner a stranger gave us 
ne of those outbursts of fanaticism which 


wo are so apt to boar from staiidard-beareis 


f every reform. He said that the only 
pee'ch he had heard which was worthy of 
be cause was that of Dr. Miner. It WBS 
»oor return for forty years' work for him in 
Ins cause if the temperance movement 
ad come to such a pass that its advocates 


were countenancing such doctrines that he 


ad just heard, advising a league with 
hose who did not believe in total absli- 
euce, and asking us not to wur one upon 
be other,—and much more of the same 
tyle did he give us. 


Wendell Phillips' auj% Judge Pitman's 
•ero both good, but it would be impossible 
or me to re-produce either in the limited 
pace at my command. 
Would that the temperance societies had 


more of the spirit of Dr. Crosby, who, 
hough defeated time and again, went on 
ntll he compelled the law to bear liim and 
ake cognizance of those places be desired 
losed. But as long as pledges are required, 
xcept from those who have fallen and who 
,re too weak to resist without (hem, and as 
ong as tompemuce men not total ab- 
tainors are informed at every temperance 
—I was going to write intemperance meet- 
ng, for the speakers are often as intempe- 
ate in speech as the drinkers are in habit— 
hat they can do no good to the cause 
unless they fall into the pre-conceived 
troovus of the total abstainers, just so long 
will the reform be limited to a few. Let 
he total abstainers unbend some and call 
o their ai J that great class wbo, seeing the 
terrors of drunkenness and deploring i!s 
irevalence, drift aimlessly about without a 
eader, because those claiming to be in tlio 
dvance guard count all as enemies unless 
wrchance they be total abstainers. Let us 
lave less talk and more action, fewer 
meetings which are generally attended by 
,hose who da not need help, and a more 
general energetic work in endeavoring to 
enforce the laws which, though time ajd 
again failing and producing nothing, yet in 
the end, alter successive deleats, cannot 
otherwise than end in victory.
